A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen was called to order by on Monday, March 11 at 
7:00 pm by Chairman Paul Lambalot. Also present were 
Selectman Barry Denham, Selectman Raymond Andrews, 
and Executive Secretary Carol Adams. 

The board first unanimously approved the 
minutes of the February 25, 2002 meeting, with Selectman 
Denham abstaining, and then unanimously voted to sign 
and approve the following: 

• Warrant and Ballot for the April 2 Annual Town 
Election; 

• Square Dancing Permits for the summer season 
to run from June 29 through August 31, 2002 (excluding 
July 20) for Saturday evening dances to be held at the 
Town Wharf from 7:00 to 10:00 pm; and 

• Appointment of Mary Anne Brogan as an 
Alternate Member of the Zoning Board of Appeals (ZBA), 
upon a recommendation from ZBA Chairman Jeff Chase. 

At 7:10 pm the board met with Fire Chief Ronald 
Scott and Firefighter Jim Helfinger regarding an In- 
Building Radio Installation regulation proposal and the 
SAFE Decal Program.

buildings. It's imperative that my people be able to 
communicate, to make sure that we have radio communi- 
cations. If we don't, this puts the burden on the people 
who own the buildings to comply with our specifications.

Selectman Denham wanted clarification as to how 
this would apply to "new" and "future" construction 
projects in Mattapoisett and, specifically, wanted to know 
what costs were involved to upgrade any town-owned 
properties. 

"Do we have this problem in a number of build- 
ings, or is it one building?" he asked. "We just spent 
$50,000 a couple of years ago to solve all the problems 
with the radios ... (but) what's this going to cost the Town 
of Mattapoisett (and) what's this going to cost a business 
in Mattapoisett?" 

Chief Scott said that costs would depend on the 
structure and what needed to be done. "I can't answer 
that," he said. "I brought the draft to the Board of Select- 
men, I need direction to say whether we should follow-up 
on this.

"We need to discuss what we're going to do ... 
whether we're going to hire someone to fill the position or 
just find a replacement/ 7 Selectman Denham said. "On a 
long-term basis, we're really getting to a point where we 
have to examine the maintenance on (town-owned) 
vehicles. We're going to have to look at some sort of 
maintenance system which is centrally-handled for 
purchasing and tracking. John has managed the most of it 
for 30 years, (but) we've gone from 20 to 60 vehicles." 

Chairman Lambalot asked if they've ever looked 
into the feasiblity of sending vehicles out for repair. 

"With a one-man shop like the one we have at the 
Town Barn, we can't get into changing engines," Select- 
man Denham said. "But the everyday tracking work — oil 
changes, the squeaky door, latch repair — we need 
someone on hand to do ... we have to have a person in 
place to do the minor repairs." 

Selectman Denham suggested they advertise for a 
mechanic to do basic repair work and serve as a mainte- 
nance manager for town-owned vehicles. "We need to get 
the contract out and explore what the system is going to 
be to replace (Mr. Bowman) and advertise the position," 
he said. "The applicants should be able to ... determine 
what needs to be sent out and what can be done in- 
house."

"There's been some talk about the value of going 
ahead with the Center School project/ 7 Chairman 
Lambalot said. 

"Obviously, the decision to move forward with 
Center School was a political decision — it was the will of 
the voters — so, my presentation tonight was simply to 
inform the board and the voters of what the implications 
would be if Center School did not move forward as 
planned/ 7 Ms. Quinn said. "The timeline for Center 
School to begin would be January of 2003. What I'm going 
to talk about tonight is the impact of delaying the 
project." 

Ms. Quinn explained at the current 65 percent 
state reimbursement rate, the Center School project would 
cost $11,766 million if done in 2002-2003. But that cost 
would escalate as high as $15,017 million if delayed until 
2007, along with added costs such as $50,000 architect fee 
to review and update the plans and a $20,000 project 
manager fee to review and update the plans with a one- 
year gap, among others. 

Ms. Quinn also stressed that she was assured by 
an official at SBA that the town would be guaranteed the 
65 percent reimbursal rate for 2002-2003 "as long as 
construction started before the first state reimbursement 
payment is made," she said. 

"I was assured we are still subject to the 65 
percent reimbursement," Ms. Quinn said. "People hear 
(the state is) reneging on the money — they're not, they're 
just committing to fewer districts per year. It may take up 
to seven years for the town to see its money ... but there's 
no question that the money is there." 

Center School is also "almost fully out of compli- 
ance" with Americans with Disabilities Act (ADA) 
requirements, according to Ms. Quinn, and needs to be 
updated to meet Fire Assembly regulations such as lack of 
sprinkler coverage, fire separation between attic and floor

spaces, lack of fire dampers, and non-rated enclosures. 

"These are legal issues which could be used as a 
cause for a lawsuit or the school to be shut down/ 7 Ms. 
Quinn said. She added that the New England Association 
of Schools and Colleges (NEASC) has also allowed the 
school to retain its five-year accreditation with the under- 
standing that they've committed to making the necessary 
renovations. 

"I think it's important for us to see that even 
though we're under budget constraints, it wouldn't be 
wise to abandon (the Center School) project," Chairman 
Lambalot said. 

"There are parents in this community who have 
held off on potential lawsuits against the town because 
we've made commitments to meet ADA requirements (at 
Center School)," Selectman Andrews added. 

"The right decision was made two years ago, we 
just wanted to reassure the people," Chairman Lambalot 
said. 

"So, the sky is not falling," Selectman Denham 

said.

Mattapoisett may be special, but right now, it is in a 
budget squeeze. It's a good town that is presently struggling to 
improve and expand school facilities for the youth of the town, 
expand the library for all residents, and build a new fire station 
to protect the town's properties. Mattapoisett is growing and can 
no longer leave zoning, subdivision, and environmental issues 
in the hands of volunteers. The town needs professional 
assistance with these issues in order to move forward in a 
positive and orderly fashion. Two part-time positions have been 
recommended to the Board of Selectmen. The Town Planner 
Study Committee has recommended that a part-time planner be 
hired with experience and skills in zoning by-laws, subdivision 
regulations, and grantsmanship, keeping the town abreast of 
any grants that may be available to the town in these efforts. The 
hiring of a part-time Conservation Agent has also been recom- 
mended to the Selectmen to assist the Conservation Commission 
with the writing of conservation regulations.

Times of February 14, 2002, said it is already "looking at a 
$700,000 shortfall in its $14 million budget" The $700,000 does 
not include requests from the Fire Department, the Water and 
Sewer Department, or the two part-time positons. According to 
the FinCom, the town is looking at "substantial overrides this 
year." 

With alll of these issues facing the town, I think it is 
now time to put the Bike Path to bed! The Bike Path Committee 
has been in existence for six years. They have received a grant of 
approximately $105,000 to complete engineering. The town 
received a commitment for an appropriation six years ago of 
$800,000 to build the Bike Path. Engineering and construction 
costs are still not finalized. Where is the business acumen of Mr. 
Kelleher, Mr. Bancroft and the rest of the Committee, to have not 
finalized costs and reported to the townspeople? Surely one 
would expect construction costs to have increased significantly 
over the past six years. Yet, I understand that one member of the 
(Bike) Committee, Mr. Cunningham, was told there would be a 
Bike Path at all costs! 

Think of it — six years. Is this the "Big Dig"? Still, no 
negotiations have been finalized with the YMCA, no costs for 
land-takings have been finalized, nor have costs of potential 
suits from land owners been considered. Residents must 
understand that they are responsible for funding all overrides of 
construction costs over the $800,000. These costs now are 
estimated at close to $2.5 million, and the taxpayers of 
Mattapoisett must pay for this difference. And what do we get? 
A Bike Path from Fairhaven 7 s town line to Mattapoisett Neck 
Road, where it stops. The YMCA property is circumvented, but 
the path continues to Depot Street. With all the financial issues 
that the residents of Mattapoisett are facing, the Bike Path 
should be put on a far back burner or put "to bed" completely.

Housing i I worked to create the

There are two major areas that need to be address 
for seniors: Affordable housing and downsized 
housing for those seniors who can afford market 
value housing. I believe that my leadership in 
creating the Mattapoisett Housing Partnership will

housing issues. The MHP should be the driving

To the Editor: 

I would like to thank the Mattapoisett (Zoning Board of 
Appeals) ZBA for all the time and effort they put into handling 
the hearings for the Comprehensive Permit regarding The 
Regatta project. It may have gone unnoticed, but the many, 
many hours involved in trying to make a determination that 
would not ultimately hurt the town, fell entirely on their 
shoulders. It was a difficult decision for them to make. They had 
to weigh the consequences of issuing the permit, as the Town 
Counsel had urged them to do, or they had to go against his 
advice and deny the permit. The decision would ultimately 
impinge on the town forever. It should not be forgotten that it 
was not the residents who voted against it, it was the ZBA who 
listened to the residents and they are the ones who went against 
(Town Counsel) Dan Perry's advice and voted ... to deny the 
permit. 

(Mr.) Perry told the Mattapoisett ZBA that his recom- 
mendation was to issue the developers a Comprehensive Permit 
to build The Regatta: a permit that would allow 76 to 88 units. 
What does it matter to (Mr.) Perry if the town wanted it or not? 
He actually had the nerve to tell the board to write a decision 
that he could defend so that he could win in the appeals court. 
Mr. Perry does not live in our town. What difference would it 
make to him if they build it or not? I would like Mr. Perry to 
know that he should work around the ZBA — they should not 
have to work around him! He probably realized that after they 
fired him. 

The Town of Mattapoisett should take a second look as 
to whom they hire for legal advice in the future. The present 
Town Counsel, Dan Perry, did not impress me in the least. As a 
matter of fact, I thought he did a lousy job advising the ZBA. 
When a question was posed to the ZBA, Mr. Perry gave us

vague, rambling, sometimes inaccurate information. He did not 
seem to be interested in what the residents had to say. There 
were serious questions that were answered at the last open ZBA 
hearing. The residents and the ZBA wanted answers to those 
questions. At one point, Mr. Perry sat at the ZBA table and 
pouted, refusing to answer question posed to him. He was 
clearly more worried about closing the hearings and avoiding 
potential law suits than he was in protecting the interests of the 
residents. I felt that no matter what I had said, or what concerns 
I had, Mr. Perry's only interest was to put an end to the meet- 
ings. Mr. Perry has a responsibility to act in the best interest of 
Mattapoisett but he did not. 

Questions were asked about the acquisition costs and 
the amount of profit the developer could make. Mr. Perry told 
me, directly, that I (had) no right to concern myself with those 
matters — the pro forma, conservation issues — none of that

was our concern. Mr. Perry concluded that the appeal to the 
(Department of Environmental Protection) regarding any 
conservation issues is not within the ZBA's jurisdiction and that 
the ZBA can only address, in Mr. Perry's own words, "zoning, 
density and similar matters that come before it." I didn't agree 
with Mr. Perry and when I told him that I felt he was wrong, he 
pouted and refused to respond to any further questions at the 
last public hearing. 

Apparently, the new attorney hired by the ZBA, Dan 
Hill from the Boston law firm of Kopelman and Paige, did not 
agree with Mr. Perry either. It seems the ZBA was not limited to 
"zoning, density and similar matters that come before it." 

Mr. Perry is not an expert in the Chapter 40B law, and 
he should have advised the town to hire an expert. Mr. Perry 
never questioned any of the legalities of the developer's 
application, nor did he attempt to find answers to the concerns 
of the residents with regard to the acquisition cost, the construc- 
tion type, the height restriction, etc. His main focus was to "close 
the hearing as expeditiously" as possible. He never questioned 
what the rights of the developer were and what the rights of the 
town were. It all boiled down to Mr. Perry's attitude that 
because The Regatta was a "40B" project, the developer can do 
what they want anyway. He told the members of the ZBA this 
over and over again. 

The Standard-Times article (1-21-02) stated: "An attempt 
by the Zoning Board of Appeals to seek advice during its 
deliberations of The Regatta project was thwarted (by) the town 
attorney." The Mattapoisett Town Counsel should be there to act 
in our best interest and not for us to act in his best interest. That 
is what Dan Perry was asking the board to do when he asked 
them to issue a permit that he could defend. He was not 
interested in protecting our town. That is why the ZBA hired a 
new lawyer, which was a difficult decision because they were 
facing such time constraints. The Mattapoisett ZBA made a 
decision that the residents wanted them to make, and I applaud 
them for having the courage to do so.

POISONOUS PLANTS 

My cat likes to chew on house plants in the winter and I will 
often see him chewing on leaves in my garden in the sum- 
mer. I am aware that some plants may be poisonous but am 
not certain which are the main ones to be avoided. 

Of the more common house and garden plants 
the most toxic seem to be in the lily family. Lily of the 
Valley, a common landscape plant, can affect the heart 
and may be deadly. Easter Lilies may cause kidney fail- 
ure and death. The Castor Bean plant may also cause 
death if the beans are chewed when ingested. 

Other common potentially poisonous plants 
include Aloe vera, English Ivy, Periwinkle, Pothos, 
Primrose, Chrysanthemums, Clematis, Hyacynth, 
Schefflera and Wisteria. The clinical signs associated 
with this group of plants are primarily gastrointestinal 
including salivation, vomiting and diarrhea. The signs 
and severity of illness will vary with the type of plant 
and the amount ingested. If your pet seems to be prone 
to eating large amounts of homegrown vegetation, 
avoidance of the plants on the list is wise.

The Laramie Project. Starring Christina Ricci, Steve 
Buscemi, Laura Linney, many others. Directed by 
Moises Kaufman. Running time: 95 minutes. Rating: 
TV-14. An HBO Original Movie. 

How to forge art from tragedy? One way is to forget art and let 
tragedy speak for itself. In The Laramie Project, an Off-Broadway 
play and now one of the many Original Movies that have made 
HBO a dramatic force, the playwright Moises Kaufman and his 
Tectonic Theater Project did just that. Kaufman and his interviewers 
journeyed to Laramie, Wyoming, in the wake of the vicious murder 
of 21-year-old Matthew Shepard, beaten and left for dead by two 
homophobes who'd hoped to "scare him straight" — teach him a 
"lesson" about hitting on God-fearing men. The goal of the project 
was to collect the townspeople's thoughts and memories, which 
often conflicted and painted a portrait of Anywhere, USA. 

The result is a fascinating chorus of outrage and sadness, 
hatred and hope; pretty much every voice we hear is authentic, 
taken from actual interviews. The form isn't quite simulated 
documentary — it's closer to what the playwright Anna Deavere 
Smith does when she takes disparate viewpoints of an event (the 
L.A. riots, etc.) and turns them into a performance piece. Whereas 
Smith plays all the roles herself, though, The Laramie Project recruits 
actors to stand in for the real-life interview subjects. As captured on 
film now, it is — in addition to its other qualities — a feast for fans 
of indie actors: Steve Buscemi, Christina Ricci, Janeane Garofalo, 
Laura Linney, and Amy Madigan are only a fraction of the surprising 
talent here. 

Kaufman (played here by Nestor Carbonelli) and his crew of 
New York theater interlocutors step tentatively into Laramie, 
encountering some resistance, some cooperation, and a lot of shame. 
"Hate is not a Laramie value," announces a red-lettered sign on the 
town's main strip. Many of the people want to put the Shepard case 
behind them and go back to a time when the name of their home was 
not synonymous with "hate crime." A frequent refrain is that the 
town motto is "Live and let live," but others in Laramie might 
amend that to "Live and let live as long as you're heterosexual or 
closeted." 

The work is built on great voices, not necessarily enlightened 
ones: Laura Linney plays a housewife who can't understand why a 
big fuss was made over Matthew' s death when people are murdered 
every day (apparently nobody told her that people tend not to be

murdered just because 
they're heterosexual); 
James Murtaugh embodies 
the notorious, grotesque 
Rev. Fred Phelps, who 
attends the funerals of gay 
people and waves placards 
tike FAGS BURN IN HLLL. 
This isn't a religion-bashing 
project, though: Father 
Roger Schmit (Tom Bower) speaks movingly for an end to 
homophobic violence and wishes that the murderers, Aaron 
McKinney and Russell Henderson, could become society's 
"teachers" — he wants to learn where simple distaste or disapproval 
crosses the line into homicide. 

Like HBO's other prestigious gay-interest movie And the Band 
Played On, this one has attracted a slew of high-powered talent — 
Christina Ricci contributes a well-drawn, atypically ungloomy 
performance as a self-described "little lesbian"; Joshua Jackson of 
Dawson's Creek scores big as the good-hearted bartender who was 
one of the last to see Matthew alive; Amy Madigan is tough and 
vulnerable all at once as the police officer first called to the scene; 
Clancy Brown, usually stuck in bad-guy roles (stomping prisoners 
in The Shawshank Redemption, for instance), shows a softer side as a 
cop quietly appalled at the notion of gay-bashing. 

But the heart of the movie belongs to one of its least-known 
actors in a bare minimum of screen time — Terry Kinney, a veteran 
of the network's prison drama Oz, stands up in court near the end 
as Matthew's grieving father. Dennis Shepard's speech in tribute to 
his son ("my hero") and in excoriation of the killers — and his 
argument for not giving his son's murderers the death penalty, 
even though he believes in capital punishment and would like to 
watch them die — is astonishing in its uncalculated simplicity; by 
the time he gets to the part about how Matthew didn't die alone — 
the sights and sounds of his beloved town were with him — the 
words become poetry, and Kinney brings it home without fuss or 
grandstanding. It's moments like these — and many lesser, though 
scarcely less moving, sequences — that demonstrate how voices 
can be collected into art.
